The needle marks on the left 
elbow which were reported earlier 
by Chen's widow were not needle 
marks but- abrasions that could 
have been caused by a fall onto 
rough terrain strewn with glass， 
small rocks and sharp sharqds of 
grass， Wechbht said，The lateral 
Imarks on Chen's back may well 
have been caused by a fall onto a 
culvert, he said， 

Although the death scene Was 
supposedly not deliberately dis- 
turbed，WVWecht saidqd that it had 
been .disturbed，amnd that more 
could have been learned 让 experts 
in _ criminal evidence had gone to 
the seene _ immediately.，Instead， 
Imuch physical:evidence on and 
near _ the body was not imme- 
diatelyevaluated. 

“I had to consider suicide or 
accident， They all concur 让 Was 
not a suicide，-and they cant 
explain. .an accident，sO youre 
left with a homicide,”VWecht told 


the Post-CGazette. 

“From the location of the bodyI 
can see no way 让 could be a 
Suicide, There is a short concrete 
walk with earth and grass on 
either side，、 Chens injuries are 
consistent with a body being held 
in lateral fashion and being 
dropped,”VWecht reported. 

SKEPTICISM 

Had Chen wanted to comm 过 
suicide，a_ nearby building that 
Was higher and surrounded on 
two sides with concrete would 
have provided a more suitable 
location, Wecht added. 

Wecht and DeGroot met with 
Gen， Wang Ching-hsi，heaqd of 
Security of the Taiwan CarTison 
Command, and Col. Chou Hsiao- 
han，chief of the interrogation 
section Who interrogated _ Chen. 
The':officers told them'that Chen 
hiad been ipterrogated because his 
name was Taised .in connection 
with a 1979 anti-government rally 
in Kaohsiung, but Cen, Wang did 
not believe that Chen was heavily 
involved in the anti-government

了 Pittsburgh pathologist DT Cyril Wecht's conclusion afteT 
checking Dr. Chen Wen-chengs body in Jaipei that DT. 
Chen was mnurdered would not surprise many who fol- 
lowed the development of this case. 

On one hand, we afe gratified that the Iaipei authorities 
facilitated the Pittsburgh Visitors” trip，allowing them to 
talk to DT Chen's relatives，Some key Witnesses Such as 
Prof. Teng Wei-hsiang, and important security officials, as 
well as allowing them to make a detailed check on DT 
Chen's body. It was remarkable that the two were able to 
complete their tasks in a mere three-day period. 

On the other hand, 让 Taipei offcials really would like to 
dispel doubts and suspicions overseas，they should offer 
more information on the case and answWer the questions 
posted by DI. Chens widow and DFI Wecht. 

We would like to see a full disclosure on this case, and 
commend President Richard Cyert and the community of 
Carnegie-Mellon University for their continued efftorts to 
see that justice PTevails.

staying) at 9:30 the previous 
night. Later，they said they had 
escorted_ him up to the second 
floor of the building before 
departing.

Teng Wei-hsiang had said that 
Chen visited his apartment late on 
July 2，which Chens widow 
doubts because she feels _ certain 
Chen would have notified the 
family first tojet them know of his 
safety， 

When later responding :to Te- 
porters”questions，Teng said he 
did not know whether Chen had 
removed _ his :shoes when he 
entered Tengs apartment IOT 
what kind of clothes he had been 
wearing.A -request by Chen's 
widow to meet with _ Teng and a. 
Taiwan Carrison Command 
SpOkesperson to “pursue these 
questions was denied. 

AUTOPSY 

Chen's widow reported that her 

father-in-law's intention to hold a

Reagan Seeks 
To Reduce

WASHINGTON President 


.Reagan :is seekirnig to lower the 


number of Indochinese refugees 
admitted to the US for resettle- 
ment during the next fiscal year， 
Attorney “General William 
Erench Smith told the Senate 
Judiciary Commiittee last week. 

Reagan is recommending that 
no more than 120,000 Indochi- 
nese be admitted during fiscal 
1982，according to a Ne YozrK 
Times report. This number, Smith 
told the committee, is a ceiling， 
and the administration is plan- 
ning:to adopt policies that would 
Tesult in even fewer admissions， 

The “Refugee Act of 1980 
authorized -168;,000 Indochinese 
admissions for the current fiscal 
year，wWhich ends today.， Smith 
said approximately 125,000 
refugees from' Vietnam， Laos and 
Cambodia “were actually ad- 
Tritted. 

PERSECUTION 

Thiough Smith said a resettle- 
ment PITogram of “significant”size 
Was Decessary because of the US- 
past involvement 记 Indochina, he 
also told the committee that the 
administration will continue to 
discourage future Indochinese re- 
settlement in this country except 
in .cases where refugees were 
fleeing political persecution.
